MANCHESTER, N. H., July 2.—A search of the lodging house of Mrs. David

three lives had been lost. John Reed, 25 years old, who.is thought to have come from 
Brook-line, Mass., was fatally injured when he disregarded a policeman's warning and 
uniped from a third story window, dying while being taken to a hospital. Mederic Caron, 
30 years old, and Albert Lachance,.35 years old, were^ suffocated in their rooms on the 
op floor of the four story frame building. 


Several lodgers were slightly hurl in jumping from windows. 
Others were taken 


down ladders and about 25 escaped over the roof lo an adjoining building. 


The fire, which started in the basement from an unknown cause, was confined to 


he lower part of the structure, occupied as a clothing store by Herman Feldman. The upper 
floors were filled with dense smoke. The loss will not exceed $10,000.

ho'JFh ii is very (iouliiful that the 


degree of unemployment at any time 
for the past three or four months was 
so great as was represented in Korne 
<;uarters, the reports of the state bu- 
reau of statistics shows that Lowell 
was 
particularly fortunate as com- 


pared with some sections of New Eng- 
land, especially the other textile cen- 
tres. The quarterly report on unem- 
ployment among organized \vai;o earn- 
ers, as summarized by this bureau for

Glouces- 
ter's percentage was reported as 21.5 
per cent., and New Bedford comes a 
close second with 20 per cent. Low- 
ell's unemployment was but half that 
of Is'cw Bedford or 10.4 per cent, and 
it is apparent that this has practically 
been entirely remedied during the past 
few months.

"In other words, the tempor- 
ary depression wns not flue so much to 
a general condition as to some local 
or sectional obstruction, nnd the sumo 
seems Io hold true concerning all lines 
of industry.

by Pacific Coast Zo- 
ologist-Get Me? 


Tho cross-breertiilf of salmon 
haa 


been accomplished by Dr. K. Victor 
Smith, assistant professor In the de- 


•tiin-ut of zoology In the University 


of Washington. 
Hundreds o£ the new 


treeil are developing from fry to fish 
at tho slate hatchery at Auburn. 
It 


is a cross between tlie king and silver 
ealnion. 


The < .v|ic:iments started last Octo- 


ber. 
Tilt kins.csss ireate.l with sll- 
| ver 9j:erm developed fry that tiled in 
great numbers, many of them showing 
Etrango malformations. 
On the oth- 


er hand, Ihe silver eggs treated with 
king sperm developed a hardy breed 
having ch:irncterJstics 
of 
both 
the 


original varieties. 
It is hoped that 


It wiil po*?eRs tho canning qualities of 
Hie silver and the pink tint of the king: 
but this Is a matter which cannot be 
decided for months to come. 


Dr. Smith will now turn his attention 


I to cross-breeding the hump, dog and 
Isockeye salmon with 
tho kins and 


i silver varieties, anil with cnc another. 
He lays stress at 
present 
upon tho 


purely scienthic results o/ his experi- 
ments, but admits that they may have 
great economic value. 


"Cross-breeding of 
fish 
has 
been 


tried before," said Dr. Smith yesterday. 
"European scientists a few years ago 
developed crosses 
between 
different 


species of trout. 
N'o general definite 


results have ever been published. It is 
possible that the great number of spe- 
cies of trout may bo duo to successive 
periods of cross-brcedinsr. 
If so. I be- 


lieve the experiments now under -way 
""111 be successful." 


At the request of tho United Slates 


fish commissioner, and with' his aid, 
Dr. Smith is making a study in con- 
nection with the breeding experiments 
of the food of salmon. 
"Before the 


government can take any Intelligent 
-5teps in the conservation and care of 
:his great resource," he said, "It 
Is 


mpcrative that we know tho life his- 
ory about the fish. 
We linow a 


prcat deal about the salmon, but we 
laven't been able yet to traco Its 
feeding habits when young. 


"Salmon when young eat small crus- 


aceaus. 
We have found that 
these 


nlnute arthropods form tho principal 
let of young herring. 
The herring 


vhich occur in great numbers In the 
Sorthern Pacific, eat up tha food sup- 
ly of the salmon. 
But then wo have 


that, a little later, tho salmon 


-10 small herring. 
So it is to 


etermino whether any useless fish in 
he sea cat 
the same feed AS fish 


hat are useful to us, and of great 
conomlc importance, that these experi- 
ments are being conducted. The num- 
er of any kind of fish is determined 
arjrely by tho food supply. If it Is rte- 
erminecl that useless fish are reducing 
ho food supply of the salmon 
It will 


t).xt be tn order to plan for its con- 
ervalion or the killing of tho invading 
fish."—;\cw York Sun.

MANCHESTER, N. H., July.2.—A search of the lodging- house of Mrs. David 
on North Elm street, which was damaged by fire early today, revealed the fact that 


three lives had heen lost. John Reed, 25 years old, who is thought to have come from 
Brookline, Mass., was fatally injured when he disregarded a policeman's warning and 
uiiiped from a third story window, dying while being taken (o a hospital. Mederic Caron, 
30 years old, and Albert Lachance, 35 years old, were suffocated in their rooms on • the 


op floor of the four story frame building. 


Several lodgers were slighlly hurt in jumping from windows. 
Others were taken 


down ladders and about 25 escaped over the roof to an adjoining building. 


•The fire, which started in the basement from an unknown cause, was confined to 


he lower part of the structure, occupied as a clothing store by Herman Feldman. The upper 


floors were filled with dense smoke. The loss will not exceed $10,000.
